(Mr. Morris Hider, a West Virginia Land-Rover 
dealer, was recently quoted in the press as say¬ 
ing; “It will climb the side of a building—pulling 
a house behind it.” Bumper-bashing aside, the 
project would be worth a trip to W. Va. for the 
resulting architectural effect alone.) 

The secret of the Land-Rover’s stability is its 
bottom-heavy construction: an extremely tough 
aluminum alloy body which will neither rust 
nor corrode; this lightness atop a steel frame 
that looks like a section of railroad track only 
sturdier.
